nounced today, but it was the con- 
>ensus of party leaders here that it 
would be. 
At McCook, Neb.. Senator George 


Norris said he understood Senators 
Nye and Porter H. Dale, of the sen- 
ate campaign ~, funds investigating 
committee, had recommended Sey- 
mour's removal. 
Seymour's name figured in 
the 


Nye hearing at Lincoln soon after 
his arrival here. He immediately de- 
nied he knew anything about the 
candidacy of George W. Norris "the 
second," a grocer of Broken Bow, 
Neb., whose filing for the nomina-' 
tion to the office held by Senator 
Norris was thrown out because it 
was made too late. "The affair is 
Greek to me," Seymour said when 
he was informed Senator Nye had 
announced perjury charges would 
be filed against "certain persons" as 
a result of testimony given at the 
Lincoln hearing.

Seymour had sent a $500 bond that 
was given to grocer Norris after he 
had filed for the nomination. 
Although declining to comment at

Seymour told newspapermen he had 
acted "entirely on my own volition 
and with out having consulted any- 
one.

Norris. Nebraska's senior senator. The latter himself 
during the course of a series of campaign speeches 
lent color and borty to this claim.

Throughout the. state and na- 
tion it was broadcast a powerful, ugly and menacing 
interest, working subtly and surreptitiously

Certainly the fruits of Senator Nye's investigation 


must be disappointing to those who inspired it, if 
they hoped it would produce any evidence support- 
ing the charges which had been made.

the attempt to project the mysterious George W. Nor- 
ris the second, in the republican senatorial campaign 
for the recognized purpose'of misleading and con- 
fusing voters.

yet one which has been commonly practiced to poli- 
tics. But if Vic Seymour did finance the filing of the

If Senator Nye was actually determined to get down 


to the real facts, why didn't he summon Vic Seymour. 
post haste to Lincoln to testify? Why didn't he ques- 
tion Mr. Seymour as to the source of the funds which 
were deposited to the bank for the purpose of con- 
ducting the-campaign activities which witnesses said 
were carried on? Possibly an answer may be sup- 
plied by recalling Mr. Seymour's present activities. 
He has been up until his resignation Friday night

Senator George Moses, who has found it Both im- 
practical and' inexpedient

Some weeks before the political season warmed up 


• in advance of the primaries, the report was widely- 


circulated out of Washington that Mr. Hoover and 
other republican leaders had decided to punish re- 
calcitrant republicans, who had caused the adminis- 
tration much embarrassment and heartache. Then 
it died down because it was recognized an out-to-the 
open war between factions of the republican party, 
and more especially presidential interference to a sen- 
atorial contest might prove disastrous. If "Vic" Sey- 
mour did dig up a man with'a name identical to 
George Norris, and if he did persuade this man to at- 
tempt to file as a republican senatorial candidate, was 
he representing the same political organization for 
which he has been working recently? Was the re- 
publican national senatorial campaign committee 
secretly hoping to accomplish, what it was afraid to 
undertake out to the open? 


Mr. Nye has left these disturbing reflections un- 


answered. He has packed his brief case and hurried 
back home after picking up what appeared to be' a 
live wire.

THEY EARN THEIR MONEY.1 


There are not very many ground dwellers who 


would be anxious to exchange jobs with the commer- 
cial airship pilots working out of the port at Camden, 
N. J., to spite of the fact that their monthly pay dur- 
ing the first half of 1930 averaged $550. Most people 
will agree that, for the hazards these men take and 
the arduous character of the service they render to all 
sorts of weather, they are entitled to very liberal com- 
pensation. 


None but the most experienced and competent fliers 


are eligible for piloting machines that regularly carry 
passengers and mail. A pilot must qualify himself for 
such duty by extensive training to flying schools, at 
great expense, and thereafter prove his capability by 
months of work to other lines before any of the big 
aviation companies will employ him for the aerial 
transport business. The preparation required for the 
aviator's profession is as exacting and probably as 
expensive as that imposed on4 legal and -medical prac- 
titioners, while the duty he performs is many times 
more dangerous to his personal * safety. 


The airman going forth to convey his load of hu- 


man beings upon their various errands and deliver^his 
cargoes of mail and express at their 
destinations, 


takes a long risk on every trip: He must be ready to 
use his wits and physical faculties at a moment's no- 
tice to combating treacherous air currents, wind- 
storms, lightning, rain, hail, sleet and fog. His en- 
gine may go wrong, necessitating an emergency land- 
tog at some out-of-the-way place, which is always 
perilous. 


Most of us to this modern age work under artifi- 


cial protection against the elements, but birdmen are 
called upon to cope with hostile manifestations of na- 
ure all the time. They must be both alert to sensing 
langer and expert to overcoming it without delay. 
The slightest mistake- might cost the lives of them- 
selves and their passengers. 


It Is to the interest of the. traveling public that 


makes use of commercial airplanes and also necessary 
for our twentieth century system of business commu- 
nications that the very best talent available be se- 
cured to operate these machines. That the pilots who 
are making this' service possible and at the same time 
reasonably safe earn all they get will be generally 
conceded.

Perhaps you know that the letters 


of the Hebrew 'and Greek alpha- 
bets have numerical equivalents. 
Countless efforts have been made 
to find the names of well known 
men to the 
numbers 666 and 616. 
The likeliest ' explanation is that 
these numbers represent the 
nu-, 


mercial reckoning of the name Nero 
Caesar, as spelled in Hebrew letters. 
If written in full Neron is desig- 
nated to this cryptic form by 666.. 
If the last letter "n" is dropped 
we have the resulting number 616, 
which is the alternative reading in 
some New Testament manuscripts. 
That half mad emperor cast a 
sinister shadow on the 
Roman 


world and nowhere did that shadow 
fall more threateningly than on the 
infant church which he persecuted.

GAIN IN FARM VALUES. 


Federal and State Crop Statistician Anderson gives 


Nebraskans additional reason for rejoicing over the 
figures of gain in the value of farm crops for the 
period from July 15, to September 15. 


"When the official prices of July 15 are applied to 
1930 production," Mr. Anderson says, "it gives a total 
value of $289,039,000. When the September 15 prices 
are applied to production, it gives a total value of 
$338,227,000, or a gain of $49,000,000 to a period of two 
months. It is doubtful if the present setback in prices 
since September 15 will be any more than temporary 
since the marked reduction to national production will 
go quite far toward offsetting the reduced demand 
brought about by the present unfavorable economic 
condition." 


Rarely has there been a season when Nebraska 


farmers held a larger portion of their crops upon the 
farm. The marketing of wheat, and other small 
grains was far below the normal, owing to a dissatis- 
faction with prices.

But much more likely Is it to occur 
in the bottle fed baby. The trouble 
is usually not so much to the actual 
amount of milk given as to not 
furnishing enough food elements to 
the ounce, or to other words, to 
giving the baby too dilute a mix- 


When this condition is found it is 


advisable to give the infant a 
properly concentrated formula and 
to keep on giving the same formula 


among the poor, the tenement 
dwellers. Naturally bad hygiene and 
underfeedtags go hand to hand. 
Overfeeding is less ireuent as a 
cause of malnutrition than was once 
supposed. Excess of some one ele- 
ment in the food, such as the 1st. 
will cause digestive disturbances 
leading to loss of weight 
and 


vitality.

The latter himself 
during the course of a series of campaign M>eeches 
lent color and body to this claim. Mr. Norria’ friends 
took up the chcwua. Throi« |hout the state and na­ 
tion it was broadcast a powerful, ugly and menacing 
interest, working subtly and 
surreptitiously 
under 
cover, had its lance poised for Norris’ head. 
Certainly the fruits of Senator Nye’s investigation 
must be disappointing to those who inspired it, if 
they hoped it would produce any evidence support­ 
ing the charges which had been made. The only 
tangible proof brought forth sought to link ’^ ic ” 
mour. a weU-known Nebraska political wosker, with 
the attempt to project the mysterious George W. Nor- 
rl.s, the .second. In the republican senatorial campaign 
for the recognized purpose of misleading and ccm- 
fu.sing voters. Admittedly it was a dirty, slimy trick: 
yet one whkh has been commonly practiced in poU- 
tlcs. But if Vk Seymour did finance the filing of the 
Broken Bow George Norria. and the former flatly de­ 
nies it. what Interest did Seymour represent? 


If Senator Nye was actually determined to get down 
to the real facts, why didn’t he summon Vic Seymour 
past haste to Lincoln to testify?

Most people 
will agree that, for the bazards these men take and 
the arduous character of the service tiwy render In all 
sorts ol weather, they are entitled to very liberal com- 
pensatkm. 
None but the most experienced and competent filers 
are eligible fear piloting machines that regularly carry 
passengers and mail. A pilot must qualify himself for 
such duty b y extensive training in flying schools, at 
great expense, and thereafter prove his capability by 
months of work in other lines before any of the big 
aviation cennpanleB will employ him for the aerial 
transpco^ businMS. The prepaiation required for the 
aviator’s profession is as exacting and probably as 
expensive as that Imposed on legal and medical prac­ 
titioners, while the duty he performs is many times 
more damgerous to his perwmal safety. 
The airman going forth to convey his load of hu­ 
man bdngs upon their various errands and deliver his 
cargoes of mail and exjx-ess at their destinations, 
takes a long risk on every trip. He must be ready to 
use his wits and i^ysical faculties at a moment’s no­ 
tice in combating treacherous air currents, wind­ 
storms, llghtnii^. rain, hall, sleet and fog. His en­ 
gine may go W To ng , necessitating an emergency land­ 
ing at some out-of-the-way place, which is always 
perilous. 
Most of us in this modern age work under artifi­ 
cial protectkm against the elements, but birdmen are 
called upon to cope with hostile manifestations of na­ 
ture all the time. They must be » » th alert In sensing 
danger and expert in overcoming it without delay. 
The slightest mistake might cost the lives of them­ 
selves and their passengers. 
It is to the Interest of the traveling public that 
makes use of commercial airplanes and also necessary 
for otir twentieth century system of btwlness commu­ 
nications that the very best talent available be se­ 
cured to operate these machines.

STORM ON LAKE 
MICHIGAN 


A HEAVY TOLL 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27 — (if) — Lake 


Michigan went mad yesterday, rag- 
ing and pounding upon its eastern 
shores, gulping down two boats, pos- 
sibly three, and taking an unde- 
termined number of lives. 


The stone-cargced barge Salvor 


sarik off Muskegon, Mich., with 
coast guard boats standing by, 
balked in rescue by the angry 
waters. 
The two-master, Our Son, last of 


the canvas-powered pulp boats, sank 
twenty miles off Ludington, Mich. 


The steel hulled motor carrier, 


North Shore, Milwaukee bound from 
Benton Harbor, Mich., with a cargo 
of grapes, was many hours overdue 
early today. She may have put into 
some other port. Coast guardsmen, 
however, fear she may have gone 
down. Five men and a woman were 
aboard. 


Bodies Washed Ashore. 


Eight men are believed to have 


lost their lives in the sinking of 
the Salvor. Two bodies were washed 
ashore late yesterday. Three men, 
lashed to the derrick which pro- 
truded above water after the barge 
had gone down, could hardly have 
survived the smashing waves. Three 
others are missing. 
Coast 
guardsmen 
hoped with 


abatement of the gale today to re- 
move the men from the derrick. An 
off shore wind and high rolling seas 
prevented rescuers 
reaching 
the 


derrick during the night. 


A search of the sand-duned shores 


was begun today for the three miss- 
ing men. There was some hope 
they may have reached shore alive 
and been unable, because of in- 
juries, to reach shelter. 


Six in Hospitals 


.Six persons, including two women, 


who were aboard the Salvor, made 
the shore alive and are in hospitals. 
The women are Mrs. Ida Olmstead 
and Alice La Flaunt, sisters, of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich. 


One of the bodies washed ashore 


was that of Lornie Olmstead, 9- 
year-old son of Mrs. Ida Olmstead. 
The other bodv had not been iden- 
tified early today. 
The steamer William Nelson stood 


by and took off the crew of seven 
as the Our Son slowly settled into 
the water. Before she was aban- 
doned her canvas was cut. To have 
left her with sails hopefully spread 
is not the tradition of the inland 
s'eas. Storm damage was not con- 
fined to the lakes. City and coun- 
try suffered from the high winds, 
with broken windows, interrupted 
communication service, and 
losses.

Entomologists Claim Fly Rapidly 


Disappearing; Suggest Sept. 


28 as Date for Plant- 


ing Winter Wheat. 


The cool weather of Thursday and 


Friday abruptly checked the emerg- 
ence of the fall brood of the Hessian 
fly in southeastern Nebraska, ac- 
cording to count and data assembled 
by the Department of Entomology of 
the College of Agriculture, and an- 
nounced Saturday by Prof. M. H. 
Swenk, chairman of that depart- 
ment. This is shown by the count at 
Weeping Water of only two flies em- 
erging per three bushels of stubble 
on Friday, as compared to 29 on 
Thursday and 43 on Wednesday, and 
also by the fact that the 67.2 per 
cent of the flies that were out on 
Thursday increased only to 68.7 per 
ent on Friday. 
This check in emergence is only 
£mporary, of course, and undoubt- 
dly emergence will be resumed even 
more actively than before with the 
return of somewhat warmer weath- 
er. The flies that emerged on Tues- 
day and Wednesday continued to 
ay eggs fairly profusely on Thurs- 
day and Friday, but will die within 
he next day or two. A survey made 
-esterday in York. Seward, Fillmore 
and Saline counties shows that the 
safe date of sowing will not arrive 
in those counties for a few days ye 
and will be somewhat later than 
normal. The date of safe sowins* t 
avoid the fly is announced as Sep- 
tember 28 for Saunders, Butler and 
Polk counties.
